Greetings Residents of the 6
th

 District! 

The Urban County Council returns this month from summer recess and we 
will be diving right in to a number of important issues, including the first 
reading of the Ad Valorem Property Taxes on August 18th.  It has been a 
fruitful summer for both the City and the 6th District!   
 
The first District-Wide Meeting was held on August 3rd and we had an ex-
cellent turnout from neighbors.  We had a panel of 9 speakers represent-
ing different divisions of City Hall.  I was proud to host representatives 
from Traffic Engineering, Water Quality, LexCall, Police, Fire, Code En-
forcement and the Office of Homelessness Prevention and Intervention.  
As you can imagine, our speakers covered a lot of ground and there was a 
lively Q & A for each panelist.  If you didn’t make it out this year, I look for-
ward to seeing you at next year’s meeting and at your upcoming Neigh-
borhood or Homeowners Association meeting.  If you are currently not in-
volved in an association or would like to start one in your neighborhood 
you can contact my office. 
 
The start of the new fiscal year on July 1st has ushered in some exciting 
changes, including the arrival of body-worn cameras for Lexington’s Police 
Department.  They are scheduled to begin using the cameras this month.  
Renovation of the Historic Courthouse continues and environmental reme-
diation has begun.  Summer also brought great news for Lexington’s trail-
aficionados.   In July, the City was awarded a highly competitive $14 mil-
lion TIGER grant for the Town Branch Commons corridor that will pay for 
the Town Branch Trail from South Forbes Street to Midland and Third 
streets and will connect the Legacy Trail to 
downtown.

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The city is spending $2,852,926 to increase the capacity of the storwa-

ter system in the Joyland neighborhood.  Cabot Drive, Kent Drive, Allen 

Drive and Rogers Road will benefit from additional storm drains, larger 

drainage pipes and an underground culvert that collects and temporarily 

holds rain runoff.  “Residents are eager for the  project to be completed 

so they can enjoy their neighborhood, even in the rain.  For years they 

have experienced streets flooding and have a sense of panic wondering 

if they could safely drive down the street or what other damage the wa-

ter might be doing to their properties,” Councilmember Evans recently 

told Malcolm Stallons, LFUCG Information Officer who wrote a public 

memo announcing the project.   

The work, which is being done by Bluegrass Contracting 

Corporation of Lexington, is scheduled to be completed 

in early November.   

The project, paid for by the Stormwater management 

fee, is part of a comprehensive plan to improve Lexing-

ton’s sanitary and Stormwater systems.  For more infor-

mation on this and other Stormwater projects, visit 

www.lexingtonky.gov/StormwaterProjects . 

6th District Developer Tim Haymaker Shows Support for Police 

Stormwater Project to Ease Flooding in Joyland  

Prominent 6th District Developer Tim Haymaker of Haymaker Develop-

ment Company recently posted “We Support Our Lexington Police” 

posters near the entrance of Tuscany, Summerfield and Coventry sub-

divisions.  LEX18 caught wind of the act and aired a spotlight on the 

signs during the first week of August.   

Haymaker said the signs were prompted by his belief that officers 

“receive too little praise” and wanted to do his part to thank them.  Hay-

maker noted that he has used off-duty officers as security for more 

than 20 years.   

At this time Haymaker has no plans to remove the signs, and in an 

email with my office, he wanted to encourage neighbors to take the 

time to sign their names on the posters to display their own support of 

police.  If you sign the posters, we would love to see your photos!  

Share them with my office by email or on Facebook and we will make 

sure that Lexington Police Officers see them!
